Police await letter tests 


3 held 
in pizza 
robbery

A Detroit mother, her juve- 
nile son and an adult friend 
were arrested in Romulus 
Thursday, after they teamed 
up to rob a Taylor pizza com- 
pany manager of more than 
$1,000 in company receipts. 

The 28-year-old manager of 
a Hungry Howie’s restaurant 
in Taylor told Romulus police, 
she and an associate were 
about to make a bank deposit 
at the National Bank of Detroit 
overnight facility at 10421 Mid- 
dlebelt Road shortly before 3 
a.m. Thursday, when a man 
tried to steal the company 
money bag. 

Her associate, a 19-year-old 
Romulus woman, reported the 
assailant ordered her to sur- 
render the money bag, as she 
stepped out of the manager’s 
truck, police reported. 

The Romulus woman in- 
stead ran back to the truck and 
jumped on the rear bumper, in 
an effort to flee from the area, 
police said. 

The assailant grabbed at the 
bag and actually ripped it 
open, police said, causing the 
paper money to scatter all over 
the parking lot. 

As the bandit began to 
scoop up the money from the 
ground, the restaurant man- 
ager attempted to hit him with 
her truck, police were told. 
Then suddenly a second man 
approached the two women 
and pointed a gun at them in 
an effort to frighten them off. 

The two men fled with most 
of the cash into a nearby soggy, 
wooded area on Middlebelt 
Road. Romulus police authori- 
ties were then notified by the 
victims. 

Romulus police and a Van 
Buren K-9 team were sum- 
moned to look for the pair in 
the wooded area. 

The police dog was able to 
flush the pair out of the trees a 
short time later (one defen- 
dant was totally caked with 
mud) and they were taken into 
custody by the Romulus po- 
lice. 

Arrested were Maurice 
Jerry Tomby, 19, of Detroit; his 
friend, Darrell Anthony Lewis, 
16 , who flashed the gun (which 
later proved to be a plastic toy 
replica of a pistol) and the ju- 
venile’s mother, Dale Arlene 
Lewis, 34, of Detroit, who re- 
portedly planned the robbery.

State Police test results on 
an inflamatory threatening 
note dropped off at the home 
of a anti-injection well activist 
and allegedly signed by the Ku 
Klux Klan are now being 
awaited by Huron Township 
Police. 

Chief James Caygill said he 
has asked that interviews with 
potential suspects be delayed 
until those results are 
obtained. 

“Usually it takes two to 
three weeks to obtain such in- 
formation,” he said, “but it is 
critical to the success of the in- 
vestigation that we do things in 
the proper sequence.” 

Since the target of the mes- 
sage and an accompanying se- 
vered cat head was R.P. Lilly, 
spokesperson for a Romulus 
citizen group battling Environ- 
mental Disposal Services’ 
plans to open the first commer- 
cial liquid injection well in the 
state, the incident has gained 
wide media attention. 


Members of the citizens’ 
group Romulus Environmen- 
talists Caring About People 
(RECAP) alerted the media 
about 2 p.m. Sept. 6 of the de- 
livery of the cat’s head and 
note threatening the lives of 
Lilly’s wife, Helena, and the 
couple’s grandchildren. 

Lilly reportedly found the 
“dry cat’s head in a small white 
box sitting on the hood” of his 
wife’s white auto shortly be- 
fore 10 a.m. that day outside 
the couple’s Huron Township 
home. 

Helena Lilly said her hus- 
band went outside the house 
that morning in search of the 
family’s recycling bin, when he 
spotted the box. 

She said he suddenly called 
out, “It’s started. C’mon and 
look at this. 

“I thought something had 
happened to the clothes I had 
put on our (ceramic) goose out- 
side,” she continued, “I was 
not prepared for what I was 
about to see." 

Lilly immediately called the 
Huron Township Police and 


turned over the animal’s head 
and a “vulgar, racially tinged 
and threatening letter” to Offi- 
cer John Cady. He then met 
with Police Chief Jim Caygill, 
who ordered special police 
protection for the Lilly home. 

The letter was composed of 
cut-up words pasted on a sheet 
of paper stating “RP Lilly, we 
are tired of you wasting our tax 
money, so you can be a slum 
lord. You are nothing more 
than a nigger loving hypocrite. 

“It’s time to retire for health 
reasons. If you show up at an- 
other council or zoning board 
meeting, next time we will de- 
liver your wife’s or one of your 
grandchildren’s heads. KKK." 
the note concluded. 

While not pointing any fin- 
ger directly at EDS manage- 
ment. Lilly said he felt the 
message was related to his 
family’s aggressive actions 
against the injection well pro- 
posal in Romulus. 

Lilly said police depart- 
ments in towns where his

School millage 
voting Tuesday

A school district millage 
will be on the Romulus ballot 
next Tuesday asking voters to 
approve a unique package, a 
financial enhancement for the 
district and a tax cut for the 
homeowners. 

Polls will open at 7 a.m. 
Tuesday and will close at 8 
p.m. 

School Board President 
Sandra Langley reported that 
the board decided to seek the 
millage change this summer, 
when it was revealed addi- 
tional funds were needed to 
make up the $1.9 million in red 
ink that the district had accu- 
mulated in the past year or 
more. 

The approval of Proposal A 
and changes in the state school 
aid formula have also caused 
various negative financial 
flows for the Romulus School 
District. 

Some of the factors that 
have hurt the district financial 
picture include $700,000 for as- 
bestos removal at the high 
school, $200,000 to $300,000 in 
district employee retirement 
fund and FICA payments and 
an additional $250,000 in spe- 
cial education costs allocated 
by the state, Langley said. 

Part of that growing special 
education cost factor is attrib- 
uted to the increasing number 
of adult group homes in Ro- 
mulus, she said. 

On Aug. 22 the Romulus 
School Board approved a reso- 
lution that would guarantee a 
5-mill reduction in home 
owner tax costs if the 3-mill 
proposal is approved by voters 
next Tuesday. 

The overall package would 
mean a 2-mill tax cut for ho- 
meowners and a 3-mill hike for 
business and industry, Langley 
said. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell calls the millage a 
“win-win” opportunity for the 
school district and local ho- 
meowners. 

Bedell said that industry 
was the biggest winner in the 
Proposal A victory and the cur- 
rent millage request would 
have them return some of 
those savings to the schools. 

The current millage ques- 
tion covers only the next three 
years, 1994, 1995 and 1996 and 
will allow the school district 
needed time to determine its 
long term needs without imme- 
diately cutting program, etc, 
Langley said. 

The shifting of tax millage 
plans will allow the district to 
gain an extra $860,000. In addi- 
tion, Langley said, the school 
district has restricted the use 
of such money and will not al-

low it to be used for salary 
hikes or for hiring new person- 
nel. 

The funds will be used ba- 
sically to help eliminate the 
district, general fund deficit 
and to purchase software, staff 
computer training updates, 
school buses and maintenance 
upgrades. 

Langley reported that the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union has refused to aid the 
local school district in its bat- 
tle with the state Department 
of Education on changes in the 
“At Risk Student Funding” 
program. 

Previously, the state pro- 
vided $23 million for such stu- 
dents and Romulus Schools 
received its fair share, Langley 
said. But now that rate is jump- 
ing to $230 million statewide 
and Romulus Schools are get- 
ting zero percent, she com- 
plained, despite the fact that 
Romulus student needs are 
growing. 

Langley and two of the 
board’s newest members, Julie 
Oleszkowicz and Judie 
Gondek, met with the press on 
Monday to give final views on 
the Sept. 20 referendum 

Langley concluded by say- 
ing she was “glad the board 
was giving voters an oppor- 
tunity to cut homeowners’ mill- 
age rates, while at the same 
time providing the district 
with badly needed funds.” 

Oleszkowicz also expressed 
“happiness that the first mill- 
age campaign I have been 
called to work on will reduce 
homeowners’ millages.” 

Gondek revealed in her con- 
cluding remarks “we (she and 
Oleszkowicz) agonized over 
our decision as we wanted to 
make sure it was the right 
thing for the community. We fi- 
nally decided yes, feeling it 
truly was a tax reduction, not 
just a tax shift.”

A Detroit man, who was 
charged with three counts of 
armed robbery of a Westland 
fast food restaurant, pleaded 
guilty to the charges before 
Detroit Recorder’s Judge 
Bruce Morrow. 

While Shaun Duvall Boyer, 
29, is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced on the charges this 
week. The second suspect in 
the crime, Kurt Kevin Ed- 
wards, a 32-year-old Detroit 
resident, will appear before 
Judge Morrow’ Sept. 30 for a fi- 
nal conference. Boyer is being 
held on a $75,000 cash bond 
while Edwards bond was set at 
$100,000. Each robbery charge 


carries a maximum sentence 
of life in prison. 

Boyer was accused of aiding 
and abetting by driving the get- 
away vehicle while Edwards is 
accused of robbing the store 
armed with a knife. 

After the two allegedly fled 
from the McDonald’s restau- 
rant at 5235 S. Merriman Aug. 
14, owner Roy Jason III foiled 
their plans by following them 


in his vehicle and notifying lo- 
cal police of the incident and 
the chase from his car phone. 

Allen Park and Dearborn 
police stopped the driver of 
the 1987 blue two-door Chrys- 
ler automobile w'hile traveling 
northbound on the Southfield, 
police said, after Jason, 46, fol- 
lowed them down the Inters- 
tate-94 freeway. 

The incident occurred 


around 7:10 a.m. w'hen the per- 
petrator walked into 
McDonald’s, placed an order 
and then pulled out a 4-7/8- 
inch lock blade knife, police 
said. 

When he instructed the 
cashier to “open the drawer 
and give me the money” while 
holding the knife over the 
counter, the frightened cashier 
ran to the back of the store and 
yelled for the owner, police 
said. 

The robber then went 
around the counter and fol- 
lowed the woman toward the 
back of the store. Meanwhile, 
the cashier was met by Jason, 
who upon learning of the inci- 
dent, instructed her to go 


downstairs while he ap- 
proached the front of the store. 

He was met by the robber 
who said, “I want all your 
money,” and showed him the 
knife, according to police. The 
owner escorted the armed 
man to the front register 
where he was instructed to 
open the drawer and the rob- 
ber grabbed an undisclosed 
amount of cash. The perpetra- 
tor then said, “I want the back 
cash,” referring to the rear 
drive-through window register, 
police said. The owner opened 
that drawer and the robber 
took the cash. He then asked 
where the safe was and the 
owner led him to it, but was 
unable to open the safe be- 
cause he did not have the key. 

The angered assailant said, 
“C’mon you’re going with me,” 
and ordered the cashier and 


two witnesses who were stand- 
ing near the fryers to get down 
on the ground with their faces 
down, according to police. 

As he walked out, the rob- 
ber used his knife to cut off 
three gold bracelets from the 
cashier’s arm. He then walked 
the owner to the front counter 
and instructed him to get on 
the ground and cut the phone 
lines to both store phones, po- 
lice said. 

As the assailant walked, out 
the north door of the buildihg, 
Jason got up and saw a car pull 
through the drive-through 
.area. According to police, the 
robber yelled, “C’mon, c’mon,” 
hurriedly to the vehicle driver. 
After the robber got inside, ;fhe 
Chrysler drove off slowly 
southbound onto Merriman 
and Jason got in his car and 
pursued the two, police Said. 


Sentencing set in pizza delivery theft

He punched a pizza delivery 
man in the face and stole some 
$15 to $20 in cash after being 
told he couldn’t have the pizza 
he ordered and now the 24- 
year-old Canton Township res- 
ident will spend one year in 
the Wayne Dickerson jail and 
receive drug rehabilitation 
treatment. 

Andrew Glen Jamerson, 
who is being held on a $25,000 
cash bond, pleaded guilty to 
unarmed robbery before De- 
troit Recorder’s Judge Michael 
Sapala and is scheduled to be 
sentenced Sept. 9. 

Jamerson was charged in 
connection with the July 31 
robbery of a Domino’s Pizza 
delivery man outside a West- 
land home located on the 6100 
block of N. Wildwood, accord- 
ing to Westland police Sgt. 
Marc Stobbe. 

The incident occurred after 
the defendant and another 


man entered Domino’s Pizza, 
located at 6030 N. Wayne Road 
in Westland, and the defen- 
dant attempted to purchase 
pizza with a check. However, 
the robber could not produce 
proper identification and was 
denied the purchase. 

The two men left and min- 
utes later, according to police, 
the assailant’s companion 
called the pizza store and or- 
dered $14.20 worth of pizza to 
be delivered to the compan- 
ion’s home, according to police 
reports. 

Jamerson greeted a 20-year- 
old delivery man at the front 
door of the home and again at- 
tempted to pay with a check. 


The victim told the man he 
could not accept a check and 
the robber asked if the deliv- 
ery man could make change 
for a $50 bill. He again re- 
sponded “no” and began to 
walk back to his vehicle with 
the pizza, police said, and the 
defendant followed asking if 
he had change for a $20. 

When the driver said “yes” 
and began to take out $15 to 
$20 worth of change the defen- 
dant said, “you don’t know who 
you’re — ing with,” and 
punched the victim in the 
mouth, according to reports. 
The robber then took the 
money and fled northwest on 
foot. 

The driver reported the 


crime when he returned to the 
pizzeria and police later lo- 
cated the assailant standing 
outside the Old Country Buffet, 
located at 6535 N. Wayne road 
in Westland. 

Police brought Jamerson 
back to Domino’s where the 
delivery man identified him as 
the man who robbed him, re- 
ports said. 

During preliminary exam- 
ination in Westland 18th Dis- 
trict Court, Jamerson’s 
attorney, Robert Simmons, 
said his client was intoxicated 
at the time of the incident and 
was acting out of anger be- 
cause the driver wouldn’t ac- 
cept his check. 

Simmon’s request for bond 
reduction was denied after 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
Thomas Trzcinski revealed 
that Jamerson has a criminal 
history and aliases in another 
state and was on probation for 
burglary when the incident oc- 
curred.

School busing system slashed

Unable to collect any funds 
from a successful fall millage 
election this year, Wayne- 
Westland School Board mem- 
bers voted to rescind the mo- 
tion for a previously approved 
election and began balancing 
the budget by cutting second- 
ary transportation. 

Secondary bussing, sched- 
uled to be eliminated Oct. 24, 
is just one of the several cuts 
made in an attempt to balance 
a budget which has fallen 
short $1.9 million. 

Other cuts made by the 
Board of Education include 
the elimination of secondary 
parking lot security, approx- 
imately six vocational educa- 
tion teaching assistants, the 
adult education evening pro- 
gram, a $50,000 reduction in 
the building supplies, 1.5 cen- 
tral office receptionist posi- 
tions and the administrative 
positions of coordinator of 
adult and community educa- 
tion and curriculum director. 

The cuts made add up to 
$1.2 million, leaving the dis- 
trict approximately $750,000 in 
debt. Board members agreed 
to wait for the fourth Friday 
pupil count, which will deter- 
mine the amount of state fund- 
ing per pupil they will receive, 
before making any further 
cuts. 

The expected pupil count is 
15,500 and as of the first Friday 
the count was short approx- 
imately 200 students. 

However, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas 
said, “That’s not unusual. The 
population will increase each 
week.” 

The majority of board mem- 
bers could not agree on the 
separate cuts of transporta- 
tion, 1.5 central office recep- 
tionists and the remainder of 
cuts, so the board voted on 


each of the three major issues. 
With Board member Francis 
Winter absent, the remaining 
board members supported cut- 
ting the administrative posi- 
tions, adult education, 
security, vocational assistants 
and building supplies, saving 
the district $435,000. 

Board Vice President Rich- 
ard LeBlanc was against the 
central office cuts, which 
saved the district $45,000, and 
Board Treasurer Patricia 
Brown voted against the sec- 
ondary transportation cuts 
which cut approximately 
$750,000 from the budget. 

Several other cost cutting 
proposals were made, but all 
failed for a lack of majority 
support. 

Thomas said his job will 
now be to notify the state that 
the board has failed to balance 
the district budget, but plans 
to do so after receiving the 
fourth Friday count. 

According to Thomas, he 
doesn’t expect the state to step 
in and take control of the bud- 
get balancing process unless 
the board fails to cut the re- 
maining $750,000 following the 
Nov. 1 student count. 

"The board must balance 
the budget or the state will 
come in after Nov. 1,” Thomas 
said. 

The transportation cuts will 
effect approximately 2,500 stu- 
dents, officials said. Officials 
have not yet determined the 
number of transportation 
workers who will be laid off as 
a result of the cuts. 

The vocational education 
program will also suffer “tre- 
mendously," according to Greg 
Baracy. assistant superinten- 
dent to general administra- 
tion. 

"Last year they cut about 
half of them,” Baracy said, ad- 
ding that the six positions 
would amount to nearly an- 
other half of the group. 


“There’s a certain amount of 
supervision necessary in 
teaching these types of pro- 
grams. Some programs can’t 
survive without teaching assis- 
tants,” Baracy said. 

Baracy added that the eve- 
ning adult education program 
would effect some 200 students 
who, more than likely, would 
be unable to attend classes 
during the day. 

“We can try to transfer them 
into a day program, however, 
we know in many cases it’s not 
possible,” Baracy said. 

Board Secretary Vicki Welty 
said she would like to take the 
time between cuts to lobby for 
the change of a portion of the 
state school code which denies 
districts the right to charge for 
transportation services. 

“We got money for it (from 
the state) before. That’s not 
what’s happening today. I 
would like the board to mount 
a campaign to change the 
(state) school code,” Welty 
said. 

Welty said charging parents 
a nominal fee for transporta- 
tion would be better than elim- 
inating it altogether and 
having a private service come 
in and charge them. 

“It doesn’t make sense to lay 
off bus drivers and then hire a 
private company and (have 
parents) pay them,” Welty said, 
adding that concerned citizens 
and board members should 
write state legislators about 
the idea. “I’d like each of you 
to think about that. This is 
something that we can do.” 

Thomas recommended that 
board members rescind a re- 
cent resolution to conduct a 
millage election this fall ask 
ing for 3 mills over a two year 
period because any gain from 
that election could not be used 
until the 1995-96 school year. 
Instead, Thomas said, he plans 
to recommend the board seek 
a millage increase in the 
spring of 1995. 


Public hearings 
slated on Oct. 3

Two public hearings are 
slated on Oct. 3 for businesses 
asking the Romulus City Coun- 
cil for industrial facility ex- 
emption certificates. 

The first of the hearings is 
slated for the Detroit Tar- 
paulin Inc. with operations lo- 
cated at 15500 Oakwood Drive. 
The hearing will begin at 6:45 
p.m. in 34th District Court 
Judge Felix Rogalle’s court 
room. 

In its application Detroit 
Tarpaulin stated that 20 new 
jobs will be created as it cre- 
ates a $775,000 addition to its 
current building and $25,000 in 
land improvements.

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Casino gambling not a sure bet, reporter states

As a former anti-casino ac- 
tivist on the New Jersey scene 
in the 1970s, I do not look upon 
area casinos as becoming any 
type of economic savior for De- 
troit or Romulus. 

I remember the days when 
casino talk was just beginning 
throughout New Jersey and I 
began asking serious ques- 
tions of its promoters. Just as 
in most other issues that cre- 
ate division in a community, I 
found many casino supporters 
preferred to deflect the issue 
to something milder. 

Both in and out of the news 
office (and I must admit the 
anti-casino forces were in the 
minority in the media) casino- 
backers were stressing the fa- 
mous vocal and comic talent 
that would be brought to At- 
lantic City at the time. 

We (the anti-casino forces) 
were stressing the fact that ca- 
sinos also would bring other 
more unwelcome visitors, 
namely money lenders, strong- 
arm pay back enforcers and 
the infamous hookers. 

We warned also where such 
large amounts of money were 
flourishing, political crimes 
and corruption also would 
flourish. 

The anti-casino forces also 
brought in Reno and Las Vegas 
officials, who asked New Jer- 
sey residents, “Why would you 
want casinos? You have manu- 
facturing, heavy commercial 
businesses, agriculture, coast- 
line shipping businesses, air- 
ports, major utilities and many 
tourist attractions already lo-

cated here. We had none of 
those, thus we opted for the ca- 
sinos in our desert areas.” 

We were also warned that 
casinos close to major popula- 
tion areas would create big 
problems as residents try “to 
buy their ways out of the 
ghetto, but instead dig them- 
selves deeper into them.” 

The anti-casino forces also 
at that time received great sup- 
port from the Atlantic County 
law enforcement authorities 
and the Atlantic City police. 

We won that first round, just 
as such forces won repeatedly 
in Detroit until this year. 

But the casino-backers 
quickly came back with what 
became branded as the “big 
lie” as they stated that “much 
of the money earned here will 
go to help the handicapped 
and senior citizens.” After the 
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referendum the amount 
turned out to be “one half of 
one percent of casino earn- 
ings.” 

Suddenly and mysteriously, 
law enforcement officials in 
Atlantic County switched sides 
on the casino issue, leading 
many to question how such a 
dramatic turn could occur in 
only a year. 

Massive television and 
newspaper ads appeared and 
local politicians throughout 
the state began touting the tax 
savings casinos were going to 
bring local homeowners. 

Homeowners in any state, 
and New Jersey proved no dif- 
ferent, want to believe any 
claim that taxes would dimin- 
ish. Jersey residents fell for 
the lower taxes claim and 
many joined the Atlantic law 
enforcement forces and 
switched sides on the issue. 

New Jersey got the casinos 
and became the prime alter- 
nate casino location outside of 
Nevada for the lucrative East 
Coast financial market. 

About a decade later I 
checked with my brother, 
Rich, who still resides in New 
Jersey. I jokingly asked him, 
“You now have had casinos for 
a decade, you also have stolen 
the Giants and Jets from New 
York, you have horse racing, 
major wrestling events and a 
wide assortment of lotteries. I 
ask you how much have your 
taxes gone down?” 

He smiled back and de- 
clared “Al, you know what’s 
going on. Our taxes are still out 
of control.” 

Since then an Atlantic City 


mayor has landed in jail and 
most recently with Jersey Gov. 
Jim Florio was voted out of of- 
fice because of high taxes. 

One of my sisters-in-law 
opened a half-way house in At- 
lantic City in the 1980s to care 
for teen-age prostitutes, who 
she found sleeping under the 
boardwalk at night and helped 
them return home or to some 
other support system. One of 
her group’s biggest financial 
supporters were the casinos 
themselves, lending strong 
backing to the belief that such 
problems were increasing. 

Since Atlantic City use to be 
one of the prime family tourist 
attractions in New Jersey 
(many now go to Seaside 
Heights, Asbury Park, etc., if 
they want to join in the sand 
and surf adventures), we con- 
tinue to ask if the casinos have 
added as much to New Jersey 
as the public expected. 

Obviously, they have not ad- 
ded much to counter the city’s 
blight and crime problems, as 
can be evidenced when visi- 
tors travel only eight to 10 
blocks from the glitter of the 
casinos. 

The one promise made in 
Detroit that may prove true is 
that more of the U.S. gambling 
dollar may remain in the 
Metro area if casinos open in 
the area. 

But, the more important 
question is “at what cost?”

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Residents take sides on 
casino gambling

A sampling of western 
.Wayne County residents last 
week revealed mixed feelings 
on the casino gambling issue. 

Some of those interviewed 
supported the proposal to es- 
tablish Indian- operated gam- 
bling casinos in Greektown, 
while other expressed fears 
that increased crime might ne- 
gate any benefits from the 
gambling operation. 

Several individuals de- 
clined to comment on the gam- 
bling issue because they “were 
not interested” in it, or “not in- 
terested in what happens in 
Detroit.” 

One local man, with tongue 
in cheek, replied that he 
thought we should legalize all 
vices and, thereby, eliminate 
all crime. 

For the present, the issue is 
on the “back burner” after 
Gov. John Engler squelched 


any quick action on the ca- 
sinos and established a com- 
mittee to study the issue. 

Engier raises several ques- 
tions, which he hopes the in- 
depth study will provide an- 
swers. For example, would an 
Indian-operated casino in 
Greektown open the doors for 
other off-reservation gambling 
sites for Indian tribes, should 
private developers be given an 
equal opportunity to operate 
casinos and what repercus- 
sions would casino gambling 
have on other gambling ven- 
tures, such as the state- 
operated Lotto and horse rac- 
ing? 

“I know the governor is not 
for casino gambling now, but I 
think we should give it a try. A 
lot of people go to Windsor to 
gamble and we’re losing dol- 
lars to Canada. We need the 
money here,” said Manuela 
Fowler of Romulus. 

“Yes. Detroit needs the 
money that the casinos would 


issue 


provide,” said Geraldine Wat- 
son of Westland. 

“It would help the econ- 
omy,” said Ray Gardner of 
Wayne. “It would be good for 
the economy and provide jobs. 
I think it would benefit every- 
body.” 

“No. There are enough 
problems and crime in De- 
troit,” said Veronica Bell of 
Wayne. “I think casino gam- 
bling might create more prob- 
lems that it is worth.” 

Regina Young of Romulus is 
against casino gambling be- 
cause of the potential for an 
increase in crime. 

“No. There are enough 
problems already without ca- 
sino gambling,” Young said. 

Westland resident Rick Ro- 
mej prefers the Lotto to ca- 
sinos. 

“No. I don’t care for casino 
gambling. I’ll stick with the Lo- 
tto,” Romej said when inter- 
viewed last week.

A necessary evil 

Next Tuesday, voters in the Romulus school district will 
„ be asked to vote for a millage increase to reduce their 
taxes. 

Sound confusing. It is. But the proposal, carefully de- 
scribed as an enhancement millage, will ask for an in- 
crease of 3 mills on all property in the city, including 
industrial and commercial for three years--until 1996. 

The members of the board of education have protected 
the present tax base by voting to reduce taxes on home 
owners by 5 mills if the 3 mill question is approved. That 
means, if the voters approve a 3 mill increase, they will 
actually receive a 2 mill reduction on residential property. 

Who loses? Nobody, really. Industry and business in the 
district will find a 3 mill increase on the taxes, but with the 
recent change in school finance laws, that may be offset in 
most cases by the reduction. 

We are also impressed with the promise of the school 
board to restrict the use of the funds to the general fund of 
the district and the vow not to use the money to fund 
salaries or hire new personnel. That seems to indicate that 
the funding will, in fact, be used to offset the general fund 
| deficit and to purchase software, training, buses and 
• maintenance. 

While we are never in favor of increasing the tax burden 
of the already overburdened and beleaguered businesses, 
the effect of this measure would seem to be responsive to 
the needs of the schools and not present an undue hard- 
ship on business and industry. 

While we are strongly against this type of measure in 
principle-we believe the circumstances alter the situa- 
tion, and we would support this one-time, limited proposal 
in an effort to fund the outstanding educational oppor- 
tunities offered in the Romulus district. 

No one can question the quality of education offered 
students there or criticize the financial management of 
the district to date. We have every confidence that this 
money will be used in the most efficient manner possible 
for the education of the district students. 

We urge voters to support this question with a yes vote 
on Tuesday. 

Casinos require study 

We agree with Governor John Engler’s decision to fur- 
ther study the issue of casino gambling before making a 
decision on its merits for the Detroit area. 

Engler is appointing a gaming commission to evaluate 
the Greektown proposal which was recently approved by 
U.S. Department of Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt. Af- 
! ter the state commission studies the casino proposal, 
which is said to include several changes from the original 
document, the governor will issue his opinion 

One of the concerns expressed by the governor is one 
that is troubling to many state residents. Engler has been 
opposed to off-reservation gaming and has expressed his 
concern that a precedent could be established if the 
Greektown site is approved. 

Could the approval of an Indian-operated casino in 
Greektown lead to a proliferation of casinos in other Mich- 
igan cities? What measures would prevent other tribes 
from buying a piece of tribal land anywhere in the state, 
and establishing a casino on it? 

Should casino gambling be a Native American venture, 
or an equal opportunity business for those with experi- 
ence and expertise in operating gaming facilities? 

As we recall, gambling on the reservations has been 
hailed as a boom to the economy of the economically de- 
pressed homelands of Native Americans. The gambling 
casinos, located on Indian-owned land in the several Mich- 
igan communities, were established to provide employ- 
ment opportunities for members of the tribes and also to 
earn lucrative profits from the operation itself - both vital 
to the economic well- being of the Indian population. 

We agree with the original concept of reservation ca- 
; sinos, but we are hesitant to support off-reservation gam- 
ing. It seems to us to be circumventing the purpose and 
intent of the concept.

This is an open letter to the 
person or persons who were 
involved in the vandalism of 
my duplex in the early morn- 
ing hours of Sept. 3.

Worried about college ex- 
penses? Don’t bother! At the 
rate at which college costs are 
rising, by the year 2000 very 
few people will be able to af- 
ford a college education. 
Worse yet, it is likely that by 
the end of this decade a gen- 
eral college diploma may not 
be worth the paper it’s written 
on! 

The mystique of the college 
diploma is really a cultural 
remnant from an earlier part 
of this century. In past de- 
cades, American business and 
industry was expanding by 
leaps and bounds. A college 
diploma in the 1950s and ‘60s 
was virtually a guaranteed 
ticket into the middle class. In 


the 1990s - things have 
changed. 

Today, corporate American 
is downsizing across the board 
and in a big way. Our largest 
industries have literally been 
“hollowed out.” Additionally, 
the advent of the computer has 
decimated the ranks of white 
collar and middle manage- 
ment workers. Production of 
value added “hard” goods is 
increasingly being moved off 
shore. The number of “good*! 
jobs is actually shrinking fotf 
the first time in this century! 

Our political leaders some' 
what cynically are urging peof 
pie to “acquire more skills,” 
and to be “flexible” and ex-i 
pect to “change jobs fre-j 
quently.” 

In the abstract it is obvious; 
that skills do count - but in the: 
real world, something else 
counts for more - namely job;

So if you are will-f 
ing to work for low wages in a: 
restaurant, retail store or hos-f 
pital, this economy is truly a 
lean, mean job creating ma- 
chine. 

However, in the new service 
economy many college graduf 
ates are deemed to be “over- 
qualified!” In the new econ? 
omy truck drivers will be in 
greater demand than lawyers. 
Many lawyers may in fact be- 
come truck drivers! 

For better or worse the 
United States is going to be the; 
first “post- industrial” econ-: 
omy. What kind of society and 
economy it will evolve into is 
still unknown. But one thing i^ 
clear - a key era in our history 
is coming to an end.

• Don’t overlook business insurance for your equipment and inventory * even if it is a home- 
based business. 

• Don’t try to save start-up costs by locating your retail business in a less desirable location. 

• Don’t conclude that lack of competition means you have a wonderful opportunity. It might 
mean that there is no market for your product or service.

NEW ENTREPRENEURS 


ENTER MARKETPLACE 


Business is booming across the nation with more than 700,000 new businesses staiting up 
annually. 

Clearly, entrepreneurship is on the rise, and more first-time business people are entering 
the marketplace than ever before, prompting the need for good, common sense advice and 
strategies for success. 

Author Courtney Price has provided a guide to entrepreneurship in her book, Courtney Price 
Answers the Most Asked Questions From Entrepreneurs, published by McGraw-Hill. 

“Just because you’ve built a better mousetrap doesn’t mean that the world will beat a path to 
your door,” Price said. “It doesn’t happen. The successful entrepreneur is one who knows how 
to demonstrate that his mousetrap is superior and then convinces people to buy it. And, the 
entrepreneur must find his or her niche in the marketplace.” 

And, to find out just where this niche is and how to make the best use of it, the budding 
entrepreneurs must assess their abilities, analyze their talents and research their market 
area. 

“The reason that I wrote the book is that so many first-time business owners make fatal 
mistakes. They don’t know who to ask for information or how to research their market," Price 
said. “My book provides guidelines on how to get information quickly and inexpensively and 
points out where one can find good sources of information.” 

Price noted that one’s local business librarian can be a major source of information plus the 
area Chamber of Commerce, Department of Commerce, Small Business Administration and 
retired business people. 

“Many people don’t know how to go about getting financing for their businesses,” she said, 
noting that there are Small Business Association-backed loans, financial aid through the 
Small Business Investment Center, venture capital for equity and investment bankers. 

Price noted that she made some errors when she first became a business owner. 

“The first time I incorporated a business, it cost me $5,000. The second time, it cost me $50," 
Price said. “I went to the bookstore and purchased a guide for incorporating. When all of the 
details were filled in, I went to an attorney to have the document checked.” 

“Remember the 80/20 rule. Twenty percent of the people do 80 percent of the business, so a 
business owner should concentrate on his best customers and find out what their needs are,” 
Price said. “For example, a restaurant owner might survey some of his best customers and find 
that they would like home delivery of his meals and be willing to pay an extra fee for the 
service, or a dry cleaner might discover that his best customers would appreciate a pick-up 
and delivery service for a fee.” 

She said downtown businesses must avoid a “me too” image and distinguish their offerings 
from those of the malls and supermarkets. 

“Old, established retailers must do business differently from the Walmarts and other chains. 
They can’t continue to do what they did in the past,” Price said. “Businesses in downtown 
areas must provide something that the customer can’t get in the department stores. Perhaps, a 
dress shop could also rent formal wear or it could feature alterations or delivery. 

Price said there is a “new breed” of entrepreneurs today. 

“Some of the new entrepreneurs were people who worked for large companies - the Fortune 
500. They have good, managerial skills but have lost their jobs through company mergers and 
downsizing,” Price said. “This is the first time in many years that they are looking for a job and 
they are finding that those who are younger and have less experience are being hired because 
their salary demands are not as high. Because their chances of finding jobs are slim, they are 
deciding to go into business for themselves. These people have capital from their retirement 

or severance pay and good banking experiences. 

The second type of new entrepreneurs are women, who are starting new business at twice or 
three times the rate of other groups. They want the flexibility of setting their own schedules. 

“Two women made their own niche in the electrical repair business by capitalizing on t 11 - 
fact that they know what women want. They base their business on their knowledge of where 
women want plugs and appliances installed, and they also drive distinctive pink vans. Price 

said. , 

“The so-called Generation X is part of the new breed of entrepreneurs. They don t care 

about making all of the money in the world, and they are too impatient to wait 15 years to rise 
though the corporate ranks to the position they want,” Price said. “They are getting into 
computer-related businesses, fast foods and other services.

Man pleads 

guilty to 

assault 
of daughter

After turning himself into 
police and admitting he sexu- 
ally assaulted his two young 
daughters, a 47-year-old West- 
land man pleaded guilty to re- 
duced charges before Detroit 
Recorder’s Judge Craig Strong.

The defendant pleaded to 
one count of third-degree 
criminal sexual conduct (CSC) 
and one count of second- 
degree CSC. He was released 
after posting a $25,000/10 per- 
cent conditional bond which 
restricts him from contact with 
his two daughters, 8 and 10. 
The defendant will return to 
court Sept. 21 for sentencing. 

The man was originally 
charged with six counts of 
first-degree CSC for having 
sexual intercourse with the 
two girls over a four-month pe- 
riod, from November 1992 to 
February 1993. Terry said. 

The incidents occurred at 
the defendant’s home on the 
3700 block of Cherry Hill Road 
in Westland. 

If convicted, the man. whose 
name is being withheld in an 
effort to conceal the identity of 
the victims, faces a maximum 
sentence of 15 years in prison.

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State encourages ‘Year 
of Family’ observance

The “Year of the Family” is 
here, and Lt. Governor Connie 
Binsfeld is promoting obser- 
vance of it during the last quar- 
ter of 1994. 

During a speech at a Michi- 
gan State Fair reception, Bin- 
sfeld spoke of the importance 
of family and the programs de- 
signed to promote it. 

In 1989, the United Nations 
proclaimed that 1994 would be 
the International Year of the 
Family and the state of Michi- 
gan has conducted special ob- 
servances of it throughout the 
first eight months of the year. 

The main goals for the Year 
of the Family are to recognize 
the challenges of the family, to 
emphasize the important con- 
tributions of the family, to in- 
crease the awareness of 
successes, to have grass- roots 
celebrations in the commu- 
nities throughout the state and 
to spread light on the impor- 
tance of the family. 

The state will recognize 
communities that do things to 
enhance the power of the fam- 
ily by putting a sign at the en- 
trance of the community 
saying that the area is a “fam- 
ily friendly community.” 

To receive the recognition, 
Binsfeld said, the community 
must pass a proclamation to be 
a family friendly community 
and have an event or day set 
aside to encourage its family 
friendly aspects. 

The lieutenant governor 
suggested that individuals or 
groups might stage a family re- 
union or tape the stories of 
grandparents so that the fam- 
ily history will not be lost. 

Objectives of the Michigan 
International Year of the Fam- 
ily are: 

• To teach us to appreciate 
the unique roles families play 
in society. 

• To make us more aware of 
the diversity in families - the 
different customs and chal- 
lengers of everyday life and 


the many contributions of 
loved ones that can become a 
family. 

• To remind us that despite 
the many differences, families 
share many common ties. 

• To activate citizens, 
leaders and public servants to 
work to strengthen families 
through changes in private 
and public practices. 

• To develop skills and strat- 
egies to promote family- 
friendly policies throughout 
society. 

Binsfeld is the chairperson 
of the state observance and co- 
chairpersons are Trudy Dun- 
Combe Archer and Michelle 
Engler, the wife of the gover- 
nor. 

The governor’s wife, who is 
expecting triplets this fall, was 
scheduled to be the honored 
guest at the First Lady’s Lun- 
cheon at the fairgrounds on 
Aug. 30, but due to the stress of 
her pregnancy she was unable 
to attend. 

Binsfeld accepted gifts of 
Teddy bears for the trio of 
“first children” expected in 
November, and colors were 
presented by the Detroit 
Mounted Police and Macomb 


County Mounted Division. 
Frances Brockington, the di- 
rector of music at Wayne State 
University, sang the National 
Anthem. 

Actor James Earl Jones will 
be supporting the idea of fam- 
ily year through commercials 
and actor Tim Allen of Home 
Improvements will support the 
cause on his television show 
by wearing special T- shirt. 

A fund has been set up for 
children who have been se- 
verely abused and neglected. 
Donations for this fund will go 
toward children u'ho need spe- 
cial attention and treatment, 
Binsfeld said. This fund is to 
give children a chance at 
childhood so that, hopefully, 
they will be beneficial and 
productive members of society 
when they are adults and not 
continue the cycle of violence.

• Consider the advantages of locating your new venture in a 
business incubator if location is not important to your business 
concept. 

• Operate your home-based venture as if it were in a separate 
location, and be professional at all times. 

• Carefully research and evaluate potential retail locations by 
studying the trading area, reviewing customer demographics and 
traffic patterns, talking to other tenants and contacting a compe- 
tent commercial real estate company. 

• Always negotiate the terms and conditions of a commercial 
lease for your venture.

Homeowners interested in saving 
money on utility bills for heating 
and cooling need look no further 
than their own back yards. 

A geothermal, or water source 
system, can harness and enhance 
the heat from the earth and ground 
water to heat and cool a home more 
cost effectively than a conventional 
system. 

While the exact amount of energy 
savings varies with climate, home 
and their present comfort system, a 
typical homeowner can expect to

In summer, the process is re- 
versed to draw excess heat from the 
of the heat used to warm the home 
is free.

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Synthetic finish gives old stucco 
walls a whole new appearance 


Stucco has a lot of advantages as 
a home exterior. It is durable, fire 
resistant, able to withstand harsh 
climates and. of course, it looks 
great. 

However, the traditional stucco 
mixture of cement, sand, lime and 
water does have its faults, most no 
tably, its susceptibility to cracking 
when exposed to normal building 
movement due to thermal expan 
sion and contraction. 

Small cracks in stucco exteriors 
can usually be easily repaired using 
a stucco patch material. Extensive 
deterioration, however, presents 
more of a challenge. The problem 
lies in the fact that it is very difficult 
to match the exact color and texture 
of the existing stucco with any kind 
of stucco patch material thus re- 
pairing major cracks or holes will 
often create an undesirable “patch- 
work” appearance.

The good news for homeowners 
is that recent engineering advances 
have resulted in the development of 
synthetic stucco materials, which 
offer improved flexibility for supe- 
rior crack resistance. Because syn- 
thetic stucco is acrylic-based, 
instead of just rigid cement, it is 
able to accommodate normal build- 
ing movement much better than 
conventional stucco. 

Even better news for homeo- 
wners with cement based stucco ex- 
teriors in need of repair, is the fact 
that U.S. Gypsum Co. has recently 
tested and approved its synthetic 
stucco for use as a finish material 
over deteriorating conventional 
stucco. 

By applying a thin layer of syn- 
thetic stucco, base coat, mesh and 
finish over existing stucco walls, 
you not only hide cracks and other 
deterioration, but you also improve 
the exterior’s resistance to cracking 
for years to come.

If the cracking is minor, cement- 
based stucco can be patched using 
either conventional stucco patch 
material or a polymer basecoat 
product. First, thoroughly clean all 
dirt and loose cement from the 
crack or hole, then fill the area with 
patch material, troweling it to 
match the texture of the existing 
surface. 

Since it is difficult to match col- 
ors and textures exactly, these kinds 
of repairs should be limited to only 
very small areas. 

To recoat an existing stucco wall 
with synthetic stucco, first clean the 
existing surface. All dirt and loose 
materials should be removed and 
paint or other coatings should be 
waterblasted. 

Fill any small voids or depres- 
sions using a polymer-modified 
Portland cement basecoat material, 
such as USG Exterior Basecoat. 
Large holes, greater than 1/4-inch 
deep, should be filled with a con- 
ventional Portland cement brown 
coat stucco mix. 

Next, apply a layer of basecoat 
over the entire wall surface. Tightly 
scratch the material into the exist- 
ing stucco surface. Embed a rein- 
forcing mesh into the basecoat layer 
and immediately apply a second 
layer of basecoat, completing em- 
bedding the mesh. The mesh should 
not be visible through the second 
layer of basecoat. 

Allow the basecoat layer to cure 
a minimum of 24 hours and then ap 
ply the synthetic stucco finish to a

minimum 1/16 inch thickness. Float 
or trowel it to the desired texture. 

The beauty of the USG system is

Feuding gangs, cops exchange gunfire in streets

‘Bad blood’ between two cross-town rival Inks- 
ter teen groups culminated in a shoot-out during 
the early morning hours Wednesday. 

Although there was an exchange of gun fire 
and at least one of the suspects shot at an Inkster 
police officer, no one was reported injured. 

When the Inkster officer pulled up in his scout 
car to investigate, the suspect fired twice at the 
police vehicle. The officer was not hit. 

The alleged gunman was later taken into cus- 
tody by a Westland officer and handed over to 
Inkster for prosecution. 

Inkster Detective Charles Givens confirmed 
that the suspect was behind bars, and that he 
would be asking the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office for a warrant charging the suspect with 
attempted murder and using a firearm during the 



commission of a felony. 

“We have a suspect in custody,” Givens said. 
“And I plan to present what I have to the prosecu- 
tor’s office and let them take it from there.” 

Givens said that the two groups involved in the 
shooting have been feuding since one of the mem- 
bers, a 17-year-old resident, had been shot in the 
foot by the rival group. “It looks like someone was 
trying to even the score.” 

At approximately 3 a.m., Inkster Patrolman 
David Rincher was in the vicinity of Avondale 


and Helen Street when he heard shots on the next 
street, Woodland. He said turned on southbound 
Woodland and spotted two males running from 
the east side of Woodland, exchanging gun fire. 

As one of the suspects ran across the street in 
the path of the patrol vehicle, the suspect turned 
and fired at Rincher, he reported. 

Rincher said he ducked, slipped out from the 
vehicle and returned the gun fire. Both subjects 
continued to run from the area. 

Later, a Westland police officer, Patrolman 
Tom Harris, who was in the vicinity, spotted a 
subject that matched the description of one of the 
men involved in the shooting and apprehended 
him. 

The suspect was turned over to the Inkster Po- 
lice Department. 

Inkster police are asking anyone with informa-

Testimony revealed in brutal murder

Murder victim Jane Marie Fray of Westland could have 
been killed three times over, according to testimony taken 
during preliminary examination in Westland 18th District 
Court Wednesday. 

Fray, who suffered 22 stab wounds, strangulation, a blow 
to the head and a bite wound to her face, was found dead 
with a steak knife stuck through her mouth during the early 
morning hours Aug. 23. 

Ricky Alan Amolsch, 30, of Wayne, has been charged 
with first-degree murder in connection with the crime. He 
is being held without bond pending the continuation of his 
examination Sept. 29. 

According to Wayne County forensic pathologist Dr. Carl 
Schmidt, the victim received three fatal blows: a stab 
wound to the heart, strangulation and a fatal blow to head. 
She was also stabbed 10 times in the neck, two times in the 
left temple, and once behind the ear. However, the victim 
did not suffer any wounds to her arms or hands, Schmidt 
testified. 

According to evidence, the bite occurred at or shortly 
before the woman’s demise and the strangulation with an 
instrument, such as a cord, occurred early on in the assault. 

Schmidt said the single-edged, six-inch blade knife 
which was taken from the victim’s mouth is consistent with 
the stab wounds. 


During examination, Wayne County Chief forensic den- 
tist Alan Warnick said he compared the examination of the 
bite marks on the body and a dental examination of 
Amolsch’s teeth. 

“The marks found are highly consistent with the denti- 
tion of Mr. Amolsch,” Warnick said. 

However, defense attorney Richard Lustig questioned 
the type of evaluation performed and was granted an ad- 
journment by 18th District Judge C. Charles Bokos to exam- 
ine the documentation. 

The victim’s next door neighbor, Anthony Walker, testi- 
fied that he arrived home around 1:30 a.m. Aug. 23 and saw 
Amolsh’s minivan in Fray’s driveway. He went to bed and 
was awakened by his wife who heard a loud argument at 
the victim’s home around 5 a.m. that morning. 

“I heard Janie’s voice. She was angry, loud, which is 
unusual,” Walker testified. 

Walker went next door to investigate and just as he ap- 
proached to knock on the woman’s trailer side door he 
heard “thumping noises.” 

“It was like someone was bouncing off a wall. I knocked 
and Janie was saying, ‘No, don’t. Stop,”’ Walker testified, 
adding that after the knock there was “total, immediate 
silence.” 

He then went to the front door and knocked again, but 
still receiving no response, he went home.

Security guard shot at area adult theater

A 38-year-old security guard who strolled into the park 
ing lot of an adult movie house in Inkster during the early 
morning hours on Wednesday to investigate a suspicious 
person was greeted with a volley of bullets. 

James Williams, who is employed as a guard at the Mel- 
ody Theatre, located in the 28000 block of Michigan Avenue, 
was shot at least three times, the bullets striking the victim 
in the abdomen and in the groin area. 

Williams was rushed to Annapolis Hospital in Wayne, 
then transferred to a second hospital, for treatment. 

Hospital officials said that Williams “is in good condi 
tion” and is expected to recover from the wounds. 

Melody Theatre employees were ordered not to discuss 
the shooting with the media. 

“We know' that Mr. Williams will be all right, but we can’t 


talk to you,” said a male employee. 

According to Inkster Detective John McGruder, Williams 
was walking in the direction of the armed robbery and one 
of the suspects, apparently surprised by the intervention, 
opened up with a semi-automatic w eapon. 

“The crooks were in the process of robbing a man and 
his girlfriend when Mr. Williams entered the parking lot” 
McGruder said. “Those guys shot him and took off.” 

McGruder said that there are no suspects at this time. 

The robbery victims told Inkster police that they had left 
the movie house and were walking toward their vehicle 
when the two men approached them. One of them de- 
manded money, and when the man handed them a dollar, 
the robber said: "That's not enough." 

The robber then proceeded to strip the couple of their 
jewelry. but the woman had difficulty taking off her brace-

Two black men escaped 
with an undetermined amount 
of money Wednesday after 
holding up a Standard Federal 
Bank in Canton Township. 

At 2:07 p.m., the men drove a 
beige Mercury Sable up to the 
door of the bank, at 44101 Ford 
Road. One of the men entered 
the bank and waived a black, 
semi-automatic hand gun as he 
announced the hold up. 

The second man followed 
him in with a long barreled 
gun and grabbed the bank 
manager out of the office. 

The initial suspect ordered 
the tellers to deposit the 
money into a dark garbage bag 
as one gunman held the man- 
ager hostage. Then the men 
the jumped into the vehicle 
and fled the scene. 

“It’s possible they drove 
southbound on that side 
street,” said Community Rela- 
tions Officer Tammie Colling. 
“When the call came in, we 
just happened to have an offi- 
cer in the area and he did not 
see the suspects.” 

Both men were wearing gas 
masks and surgical gloves dur- 
ing the incident, obscuring 
their identity. Police are look- 
ing into the possibility how- 
ever, that one of the suspects, 
between 5-feet 6-inches and 
5-feet 8-inches, was involved in 
a carjacking earlier that day in 
Westland. 

Westland police entered a 
1991 beige Sable into lien after 
the registered owner told po- 
lice it was stolen in the area of 
Cherry Hill and Wayne. 

According to police reports 
of the incident, a 76-year-old 
woman was sitting in her vehi- 
cle in the Kmart parking lot 
when the man, approximately 
130 pounds and 19 years of age, 
entered her vehicle through 
the unlocked passenger door 
and instructed her to grab her 
purse and get out of the car. 

When she motioned for her 
car keys, the man reportedly 
grabbed them from her and re- 
peated the order, police said. 

No shots were fired in ei- 
ther incident, said authorities. 
No one was injured. 

As with all federal offenses, 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gations (FBI) will be called in 
to investigate the bank inci-

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School board eliminates busing to balance budget

• The elimination of second- 
ary busing was just one of the 
cuts made by the Wayne- 
■ Westland Board of Education 
; in an attempt to balance a bud- 
■get which is in a $1.9 million 
deficit. 

Because state law prevents 
the district from collecting any 
funds from a successful fall 
millage election this year, 
: board members voted to res- 
cind the motion for a previ- 
ously approved election and 
began balancing their budget 
Monday night. 

Other cuts made by the 
Board of Education besides 
the transportation cuts which 
become effective Oct. 24, in- 
clude the elimination of sec- 
ondary parking lot security, 
approximately six vocational 
education teaching assistants, 
the adult education evening 
program, a $50,000 reduction 
in the building supplies, 1.5 
central office receptionist po- 
sitions and the administrative 
positions of coordinator of 
adult and community educa- 
tion and a curriculum director. 

The cuts made add up to 
$1.2 million, leaving the dis- 
trict approximately $750,000 in 
debt. Board members agreed 
to wait for the fourth Friday 
pupil count, which will deter- 
mine the amount of state fund- 
ing per pupil they will receive, 
before making any further 
cuts. 

The expected pupil count is 
15,500 and as of the first Friday 
the count was short approx- 
imately 200 students. However, 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Larry Thomas added, “That’s 
not unusual. The population 
will increase each week.” 

The majority of board mem- 
bers could not agree on the 
separate cuts of transporta- 
tion, 1.5 central office recep- 
tionists and the remainder of 
cuts, so the board voted on 
each of the three major issues. 
With Board member Francis 
Winter absent, the remaining 
board members supported cut- 
ting the administrative posi- 
tions, adult education, 
security, vocational assistants

“I hate to admit it, but 1 was 
embarrassed and I thought 
they were embarrassed be- 
cause they knew we heard the 
fight,” Walker said just before 
he broke down crying and had 
to be temporarily excused 
from the courtroom. 

• Later that morning, 
Walker’s wife called the victim 
a few times and receiving no 
response, sent her husband 
over to the home again. Walker 
and the victim’s mother discov- 
ered the 34-year-old woman’s 
bloodied body in the entrance 
of the victim’s trailer home 
bedroom, located at 609 Ca- 
shew Street in the Westland 
Meadows Trailer Park, accord- 
ing to testimony. 

“I touched the body. I tried 
to feel her neck ... but I 
couldn’t even feel if she was 
cold because of the crusted 
blood,” Walker testified. 

The 6-foot 2-inch tall. 200- 
pound defendant had been 
dating the victim approx- 
imately four months prior to 
the stabbing and had no pre- 
vious problems, according to 
police. 

A neighbor of the accused, 
who wished not to be identi- 
fied, said Amolsch is divorced 
and was caring for his two chil- 
dren at his home, located on 
the 4600 block of Chestnut 
Street in Wayne, prior to his 
arrest 

The resident said the defen- 
dant and Fray had been dating 
during the year, but Fray had 
not visited Amolsch's home for 
several months.

and building supplies, saving 
the district $435,000. 

Board Vice President Rich- 
ard LeBlanc was against the 
central office cuts, which 
saved the district $45,000, and 
Board Treasurer Patricia 
Brown voted against the sec- 
ondary transportation cuts 
which cut approximately 
$750,000 from the budget. 

Several other cost cutting 
proposals were made, but all 
failed for a lack of majority 
support. 

Thomas said his job will 
now be to notify the state that 
the board has failed to balance 
the district’s budget, but plans 
to do so after receiving the 
fourth Friday count 

According to Thomas, he 
doesn’t expect the state to step 
in and take control of the bud- 
get balancing process unless 
the board fails to cut the re- 
maining $750,000 following the 
Nov. 1 student count. 

“The board must balance 
the budget or the state will 
come in after Nov. 1,” Thomas 
said. 

The transportation cuts will 
effect students who are cur- 
rently taking buses to school 
and transportation workers 
who will be laid off as a result 
of the cuts. 

The vocational education 
program will also suffer “tre- 
mendously,” according to Greg 
Baracy, assistant superinten- 
dent to general administra- 
tion. 


“Last year they cut about 
half of them," Baracy said, ad- 
ding that the six positions 
would amount to nearly an- 
other half of the group. 

“There’s a certain amount of 
supervision necessary in 
teaching these types of pro- 
grams. Some programs can’t 
survive without teaching assis- 
tants,” Baracy said. 

Baracy added that the eve- 
ning adult education program 
would effect some 200 students 
who. more than likely, would 
be unable to attend classes 
during the day. 

“We can try to transfer them 
into a day program, however, 
we know in many cases it’s not 
possible,” Baracy said. 

Board Secretary Vicki Welty 
said she would like to take the 
time between cuts to lobby for 
the change of a portion of the 
state school code which denies 
districts the right to charge for 
transportation services. 

“We got money for it (from 
the state) before. That’s not 
what’s happening today. I 
would like the board to mount 
a campaign to change the 
(state) school code,” Welty 
said. 

Welty said charging parents 
a nominal fee for transporta- 
tion would be better than elim- 
inating it altogether and 
having a private service come 
in and charge them. 

“It doesn’t make sense to lay 
off bus drivers and then hire a 
private company and (have 


parents) pay them,” Welty said, 
adding that concerned citizens 
and board members should 
write state legislators about 
the idea. “I’d like each of you 
to think about that. This is 
something that we can do.” 

Brown said she would 
rather go after state funding 
for transportation rather than 
seeking a method to charge for 
it. 

“My concern is there will al- 
ways be kids that can’t afford 
to pay,” Brown said. 

The deficit which was at $1.3 
million a few weeks ago, in- 
creased $600,000 with the re- 
lease of special education 
program charge backs from 
Wayne County and the addi- 
tion of district-funded break- 
fast programs at a cost of 
$50,000. 

Thomas recommended that 
board members rescind a re- 
cent resolution to conduct a 
millage election this fall ask- 
ing for 3 mills over a two- year 
period because any gain from 
that election could not be used 
until the 1995-96 school year. 
Instead, Thomas said, he plans 
to recommend the board seek 
a millage increase in the 
spring of 1995. 

“We can’t levy any taxes this 
school year. The new state law 
doesn’t allow us,” Thomas 
said. 

According to Thomas, since 
the district did not ask for a 
millage increase in 1994, state 
law does not permit any mill-

On the second day, the 


Thomas’ traveled to Marquette 
and visited Northern Michigan 
University and toured the 
town where they visited a park 
with deer, raccoon and other 
wild animals, Thomas said. 

From there the two drove to 
Lake Superior where an icy 
time was had by both who took 
a dip in the chilly waters. 

By the third day, they were 
headed westward toward the 
Keweenaw Peninsula near 
Copper Harbor.

bringing an air matress to put 
under the sleeping bag.
